‘iWe're here on a traite des blanches--" "A slave trade of white women," say 
Marie Dominique Garnier and Veronique Segard of the exchange program between 
Middlebury and the University of Paris X in Nanterre which has sent them as well 
as Marie Gree and Catherine de Baritault to Bread Loaf this summer, with all 
expenses paid. 

' "We were all approached personally" and offered the opportunity by Mr. Himy, 
chatrman of the English Department at Nanterre, explains Catherine. But why were 
these particular four women chosen out of the 20 thousand students there? 

"We each had a personal relationship with him," confesses Marie Gree. 

The four give conflicting explanations for why they decided to accept this 
offer. Veronique cites Bread Loaf's social life: "There's no campus in France. 
You come to the class and go back home. That's it!" Catherine emphasizes 
financtal considerations: "This was the only free program." "I wanted to taste 
Jack Daniels," says Marie Gree. Marie Dominique claims that their motives are 
political: "We're socialist spies. There's going to be a coup. We're going to 
send kamikaze bats with incendiary material on their legs to Reagan." 

Whatever their true mission, the four are all enjoying it. "It's a piece 
of cake," says Marie Dominique, the group’s senior member. "More like a piece 
of croissant that gets stuck in your throat from time to time," claims Catherine, 
who is half British. "My teachers are wondeful," says Veronique, who has the 
longest hair of the four. "Yeah," adds Marie Gree, who has to room with Sue Hunt. 

Our French women do have certain problems with Bread Loaf life, though. 

They believe that people here "suspect we are half-wits" because of their accents, 
and they feel that Americans speak far too loudly. But they revealed their 
greatest disgust when asked how they've been treated by the men, in this unified 
burst of vituperative: "We haven't been treated at all! They make fun of us, 
that's all. They make us eat dripping marshmallows and drink beer. They can't 
even jitterbug, they just freak around!"
